Anecdotes from Adam 

“For where two or three are gathered in my name, I am there 
among them” (Matthew 18:20). 

During my university time in Colorado, I was involved in a Catholic 
campus ministry program known as the Fellowship of Catholic 
University Students (FOCUS). I had heard good things about this 
organization and made it a point to seek them out and get involved 
immediately upon my arrival at the University of Northern Colorado. 
After only a month into the semester, I was already involved in a 
FOCUS Bible study and had begun to form friendships within the 
Catholic student community. My experience with FOCUS Bible studies 
was as much about delving into the Word of God as it was about 
forming friendships and establishing accountability to grow in what 
FOCUS holds to be the three toughest virtues to develop and maintain 
during the college years: sobriety, chastity, and excellence. 

After my first semester of involvement, one of the FOCUS missionaries 
(most of whom are recently graduated college students) invited me to 
enter into a one-on-one mentorship/accountability partner 
relationship, known as discipleship. So, in addition to our Bible study 
and other FOCUS events, he and I met for an hour each week to openly 
discuss and pray about the blessings, trials, and temptations I had 
experienced in the past week, and to set goals for the week to come. 
This deliberate, Christ-centered friendship, as well as the many other 
Christ-centered friendships I formed in the Catholic community, aided 
me immensely to grow in my faith and love for Jesus Christ and His 
Holy Catholic Church. 

The Lord does not ask us to journey alone in our relationship with 
Him. When Christ sent His own disciples to evangelize and spread the 
Good News, he sent them out in pairs (Mark 6:7). The strength, 
encouragement, and inspiration that occur when we journey together 
in faith, explains that it is not mere coincidence that Saints are often 
found in numbers as they draw each other to deeper holiness. We all 
need the power of the Holy Spirit present in our brothers and sisters in 
Christ to celebrate the graces and blessings the Lord provides us, as 
well as to endure faithfully and overcome the trials and temptations He 
allows us to experience. Whether on a college campus or a parish 
family, the Lord promises to be with us when we are gathered together 
in His name. Let us take Christ up on His promise and draw one 
another to the sanctity for which we are created.
